catalog. For eighteen editions Dr. 

W. I. Mitchell made an honest 
effort to put a fair market value on 
Bureau precancels, not always successful 
because he had to rely on information 
supplied him by scores of collectors and 
dealers, and sometimes he had the wrong 
information. 

When the news leaked out that W. B. 
Hoover would price the 19th Edition, I 
thought that nothing better could happen 
to the most popular branch of stamp 
collecting. My honest opinion was and 
still is, that a dealer can more accurately 
price a catalog, because he buys and 
sells all year around. W. B. Hoover 
should have been in a position to put 
out a real catalog. Instead, prices were 
reduced right and left, most of them 
without any justification. 

In the 20th Edition 1100 prices were 
reduced, about a third of all Bureaus in 
existence. Collectors began to wonder 
if Bureaus had lost their popularity all 
of a sudden. Mr. Hoover called this a 
readjustment of prices and defended 
his policy with a statement that the 
prices in the catalog were his prices at 
which he was willing to sell. That state- 
ment should have shut up his critics. 
But did it? 

One must remember that the majority 
of Bureau collectors consider this official 
catalog their bible, especially those in 
smaller towns who have little or no 
contact with other collectors. 

It is only natural that not all collectors 
buy all of their Bureaus from Hoover 
Brothers. That especially refers to the 
scarce obsolete values, not readily obtain- 
able in the open market. 

Suppose we ask $10.00 for a New 
Orleans B122 1% coil cataloging but 
$5.00. Some collectors think we are try- 
ing to hold them up, but others who 
studied Bureaus will gladly pay. Most 
likely they tried every other dealer before 
they would pay twice catalog. In some 
cases, it is not the question of the price, 
but the question of getting the stamps 
at all. Now whom would you blame for 
such an absurd condition, the dealer who 
is asking $10.00 for a stamp, knowing it 
1s worth the price, or the dealer who puts

a $5.00 catalog valuation on the stamp 
knowing he can’t supply? The catalog 
price doesn’t mean a thing, unless you 
can buy the stamps at the price quoted. 

In the 21st Edition, Mr. Hoover has 
tried hard to correct some of the mis- 
takes made in the previous two editions. 
High values, that is the 1lc to 50c value 
of the current series have been moved up 
all along the line. Some are priced cor- 
rectly but those items that never show 
up in mixtures, high values for which 
dealers have to pay a heavy premium are 
still out of line. 

There, however, is one class of material 
that Mr. Hoover is neglecting entirely. 
I am referring to rarities, especially coil 
pairs. This is the third catalog published 
since the Chicago Coil Pair Statistics 
Committee did a fine job. Certainly Mr. 
Hoover had ample time to study the tab- 
ulation and could have readjusted the 
prices. What he did was to reduce a lot 
of those medium priced coil pairs to 
bring them more in line with others, but 
never even made an attempt to raise the 
scarce ones to the level they deserved. 

Surely, a New Orleans 122 pair is 
worth more than $30.00. Or could he 
tell me where I could buy a pair of Ft. 
Wayne at $50.00, or Harrisburg B122 at 
$60.00? What about the DeKalb 121, 
Racine 121, Lima 121, Urbana 142, to 
mention only a few. Those prices are 
ridiculous. As long as there was a chance 
of a re-order, it might have been a good 
policy to hold back. Now that the Presi- 
dential series is making its appearance 
they should be cataloged at market 
prices. In many cases, some of these 
obsolete pairs have been selling at several 
times catalog, that is whenever any of 
them come on the market. About the 
only time this happens is when collec- 
tions are broken up. 


It would be strange indeed, if Mr. 
Hoover did not know about this. I 
repeat a suggestion made a few years 
ago, there should be a board of dealers 
and collectors to set a fair selling price 
on all Bureaus, as long as the catalog is 
called “Official.” If, however, it is 
Hoover Brothers price list, then there 
certainly is no reason why we should 
have to pay twice a year 75c for this list. 
At any rate, I can recommend collectors 


i interested 





in Bureaus, to buy now, 
especially those obsolete items—as long 
as they can get them at present catalog 
prices. They will never be cheaper.

Iowa First Day Sale 





Iowans generally were enthusiastic 
about the new Territorial stamp accord- 
ing to mewspaper clippings received 
through courtesy of Dewey L. Williams, 
Secy. of the Des Moines Philatelic So- 
ciety. The club’s innovation of a din- 
ner the night before the first day was a 
great success, some 200 dealers and col- 
lectors from all parts of the country at- 
tending. Prof. Royal H. Holbrook of 
Iowa State College gave a brief, humor- 
ous and impromptu talk on the stamp, 
which he declared was the “greatest 
stamp America ever produced.” He 
further stated the Old Capitol, central 
design of the stamp, is a replica of the 
town hall of Milan, Italy. 

By the day before the sale of the 
stamp over 110,000 first day covers had 
been received and by 4:30 P. M. of the 
first day 145,000 covers had been can- 
celled. Postmaster General Farley sent 
about 450 covers to friends. 20,000 cov- 
ers were estimated as being sent to for- 
eign addresses. At the Iowa State Fair, 
many persons bought the new stamp at 
the branch post office, mailing their 
covers in the Burlington railroad’s 
replica of the first R. P. O. car to 
receive the special cachet. The em- 
ployee in charge estimated some 25,000 
covers were so handled. Mrs. Shawen 
estimated the total of first day covers 
at around 250,000, but the Information 
Service of the Dept. later announced 
that 209,860 first day covers had been 
sent. A total of 452,691 copies of the 
stamp were sold on the first day, they 
also report, indicating the post office is 
richer by $13,580.73.

New Air Route 


The newest air mail route is A. M. 42, 
contract recently being awarded a con- 
tractor at the rate of pay of $00.00 per 
mile. This will include service from 
Houston, Texas, via Corpus Christi, to 
Brownsville, Texas, and from Houston to 
San Antonio, Texas, with no other inter- 
mediate stops. All the post offices named 
will have cachets and covers should be 
forwarded to the postmasters, stamped, 
addressed and marked on each the route 
you wish them to follow. Nickles’ 
Washington Stamp News supplied most 
of the above information. 


Designers of September Issues 


The Post Office Department has an- 
nounced the sources of the design as 
well as the names of the designer and 
engravers of each of the five new Presi- 
dentials to be issued this month. For 
the 10c Tyler a photo of a bust by 
Charles Keck, now in the rotunda of 
the Virginia State Capitol at Richmond 
was used. The portrait of Polk on the 
llc stamp comes from a Presidential 
medal prepared by the U. S. Mint at 
the time he was President, the designer 
of the medal being unknown. The por- 
trait of Zachary Taylor on the 12c stamp 
also comes from a photo of a bust in 
the Capitol at Richmond, the bust being 
the work of F. William Siebers. A bust 
of President Fillmore, now in the U. S. 
Senate Gallery was the source of the 
portrait on the 13c, sculptor apparently 
being unknown. For the head of Presi- 
dent Harding on the $2.00 stamp a Presi- 
dential Medal designed by George Mor- 
gan, engraver at the Philadelphia Mint, 
was used as model. 

The designs of the 10c, 12c and 13c 
stamp were the work of William K. 
Schrage, while Robert L. Miller, Jr., de- 
signed the 1lc and Victor S. McCloskey, 
Jr., designed the $2.00. The picture of 
the 10c was engraved by C. T. Arlt, the 
llc by Leo C. Kauffman, the 12c by 
John Eissler and both 13c and $2.00 by 
S. Pauling. The lettering of the four 
lower denominations was done by J. T. 
Vail, but E. M. Hall did this work on 
the $2.00 design.

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Private Cancelations 





Though the carrying of mail by indi- 
viduals and companies not authorized to 
do so by the Post Office Department is 
punishable by a fine, etc., there are in 
stances where mail may legally be car- 
ried outside the postal service and in 
other instances the stamps required must 
receive a private cancelation. A common 
example of private carrying of mail 
without use of stamps is the carrying by 
railroad and other transportation com- 
panies of their own business communi- 
cations either between different offices 
and agents of the company or connect- 
ing lines, but they may not carry letters 
originating elsewhere or containing mes- 
sages relating to other than their own 
business. Envelopes used generally have 
the initials “R. R. B.” meaning obviously 
“Rail Road Business” and are frequently 
seen in the hands of train crew members. 
Other firms desiring to send first-class 
mail along with shipments between plants 
and stores, even though such shipments 
are carried in their own trucks and the 
messages relate to company business, 
must enclose such communications in 
envelopes bearing the same amount of 
postage as would be necessary if the 
communication were going by mail. Until 
July 21, 1938, it was necessary that a 
government stamped envelope be used, 
additional postage necessary being paid 
by affixing adhesive stamps. If the gov- 
ernment envelope were not large enough 
one had to be attached to the larger 
enclosure in such a manner that the 
stamped envelope would be “defaced”— 
this being provided for by requiring en- 
velopes always to be sealed. By an order 
of July 21 it is no longer mandatory that 
a stamped envelope be used and if the 
firm wishes it may use a meter indicia 
to indicate the postage. The date of 
sending, transmission or receipt (as be- 
fore) must be written or stamped upon 
the envelope and where stamps are used 
they must be “canceled with ink by the 
sender.” 

As an example of use of stamps be- 
tween offices of a company the A. & P. 
stores are typical. Messages between 
stores, carried by the truck driver, an 
A. & P. employee, carry stamps at first- 
class rates and are canceled by a rubber 
stamp used by the manager. One speci-

There are undoubtedly numerous other 
examples of these cancellations and be- 
ing officially authorized they are of in- 
terest to the cancelation collector. There 
is no restriction on the sender to cancel 
in black, no color being specified, nor is 
the manner of applying the ink specified. 
Generally a simple criss-cross of two 
pen-drawn lines seems easiest to most 
users, though firms (like express com- 
panies) use their rubber stamps. Since 
the rubber stamps contain a date, they 
serve the dual purpose of canceling the 
stamp and dating the envelope as re- 
quired by the Postal Laws. Few col- 
lectors receive specimens of these stamps 
used outside the mails as the stamps used 
were such common ones that few both- 
ered to save them; while others felt it 
unwise to do so as the instructions of 
the Dept. were interpreted that the en- 
velopes should be destroyed.

Editor’s Notebook 


NUMISMATICS- Columbus the other 

week was treated to 
a fine exhibit from collections of leading 
followers of that other hobby whose 
name is as much a pronunciation stumb- 
ling block to the general public as ours. 
For its Golden Jubilee, the American 
Numismatic Association had a _ large, 
well-lighted room full of rare coins, paper 
money and medals. Such a show would 
interest most any stamp collector we 
believe and the next time a coin show is 
in your neighborhood it might be well 
to look it up. 

Most interesting to us were the coins 
from many out-of-the-way spots whose 
stamp denominations are expressed in 
oddly named currency. The show includ- 
ed much in the way of coins from Orien- 
tal countries and some of the pieces 
which clinked on post office counters cer- 
tainly were as curious as the stamps 
which slid across in the opposite direc- 
tion. One frame we noted would fit 
equally well in either a coin or stamp 
show — a case of encased postage stamps

of our Civil War. 

Most visitors however were impressed 
by the high face value at once apparent 
in the countless gold coins and case after 
case of U. S. paper currency and in that 
respect coins do make a more impressive 
showing than stamps, for most of the 
valuable stamps do not look that way at 
all to the general public. What the gen- 
eral public over-looked (as they do at 
stamp shows) was the material’s being in 
such fine condition and that much of its 
actual value was based on that condition 
rather than on face value. Collectors of 
paper currency abhor creases, tears or 
dirt as much as stamp collectors and it’s 
dismaying to the persons with jugfuls of 
coins how these defects can affect the 
value, just as the finder of stamps who 
brings them in as if they were as in- 
destructible as cast iron is confounded to 
find the corners really shouldn’t be re- 
moved — if one wants to cash in. 

Coin shows it seems are a sort of com- 
bined exhibition and sales room. The 
exhibits form the bourse stock of many 
exhibitors, each of whom has a key to 
his cases and removes specimens at any 
time, the exhibition therefore gradually 
diminishing in size as each day passes. 
Certainly a practice not to be recom- 
mended for stamp exhibits. Amusing was 
the loudly announced contempt of one 
dealer for stamp collecting, chief ingredi- 
ent of said contempt being that stamp 
collectors don’t exactly stampede to snap 
up offerings at random of three-figure 
items. We failed to follow that line of 
“reasoning” and pass it on to you for 
what it’s worth. We’ve always been 
proud of our hobby as being one where 
a thick wallet is not necessary to enjoy 
it fully and we’re still proud of it. 

Numismatists also are quite different 
in their attitude toward face value of 
commemoratives. They don’t seem to 
object to commemorative half dollars at 
$1.50 so long as the supply is enough to 
go around and no one gets to hog the 
issue. In our hobby, any such 200% 
hijacking attempt brings down the blood- 
hounds in full cry and the country at- 
tempting it soon finds its revenue from 
philatelic sources on the wane. They also 
handle publicity on a different basis, as 
witness local newspapers playing up “the 
world’s largest gold coin” — a huge 
piece labeled as being worth some $2600, 
but which we privately learned was only 
an imitation in some ordinary metal, its 
true nature being kept secret as it was 
thought good publicity and _ visitors 
“would not know the difference.” We 
hope this attitude isn’t adopted by 
stamp exhibitors possessing Mauritius 
and British Guiana “reprints,” or there 
might be some embarrassing instance of 
the “only one” British Guiana being on 
exhibit several places on the same day.

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Japanese Error of Design 


Professor Yoshimura, Director of the 


Yoshimura Hospital Gife city, Japan, 
has notified the postal authorities that 
the scene on the one-sen stamp issued 
last year is incorrect. Supposed to depict 
rice plant mowing operations, the sickle 
shown is actually not a rice mowing 
sickle, but an ordinary grass cutting one. 
The method depicted on the stamp of 
cutting rice stalks with an upward mo- 
tion cannot be done with this kind of 
sickle. The Professor further claimed 
that it would be impossible for the 
farmer to cut the stalks with stalks 
grasped in the left hand, in a smooth, 
workable manner, even if the sickle were 
the correct kind. Yoshimura declared: 
“My attention was attracted to this 
phase of the matter during my peregrina- 
tions in search of themes in my hobby 
of poem constructions re ‘harvesting 
times and methods’ and on further in- 
quiry of several farmers my discoveries 
as to the fault of the prints have been 
hly confirmed.”

Some of this information can be 
obtained a little sooner if you care to 
check every few days the copies of the 
daily Postal Bulletin at your post office. 
Or you can subscribe to the Bulletin by 
remitting two dollars per year to the 
Supt. of Documents, Govt. Printing Of- 
fice, Washington, D. C. Very little of 
its space, however, is devoted to things 
of the slightest interest to collectors, as 
it contains all sorts of notices for guid 
ance of employees and officers of the 
postal service.

BUREAU CATALOG 


The new 21st Edition is at hand. As 
was to be expected a general uptrend in 
prices is noted throughout the book. 
Small increases from 2c to 25c, which to 
my notion shows a more conservative 
method of reaching the peak on a stamp 
than the one time method of giving each 
stamp the “works” when it started to be 
the least bit scarce. This edition was 
delayed long enough to list and price 
about 20 of the Presidential Buros. Prices 
on these new ones are right in line with 
the old issue which is as it should be and 
a point on which the publishers should 
be commended, because there often is a 
great temptation to start out a new series 
at top prices. Illustrations of several of 
the known doubles are included this time 
together with all the other illustrations 
formerly used. One point I want to em- 
phasize is that the quoted prices in 
the catalog are for “B” copies as shown 
in the illustration on page 6 6. “A” copies 
command prices up to 25 % over catalog 
quétations. “C” copies 33 1/3 to 50% 
from catalog quotations. Price of catalog, 
same as always, 75c. 


GRADING BUREAU PRINTS 


In the last edition of the Bureau Cata- 
log there were illustrations and descrip- 
tions of three major grades of Bureaus. 
Feeling that these were perhaps inade- 
quate to serve the needs of collectors and 
dealers, the Southern California Precan- 
cel Club has elaborated on the Catalog 
descriptions and have decided on the 
following as a more definite means of 
grading the condition of bureau prints. I 
offer this to my readers for what it is 
worth without comment. This was made 
in the form of a resolution. 


GRADE AAA—A precancel in which the top 
and bottom white margins and the left and 
right white margins, respectively, be mathemat- 
ically exactly even and of an amount equal to 
or in excess of three-quarters of a millimeter, 
measured from the outside of the design to the 
closest point at the edge of the perforation holes. 
GRADE AA—A precancel with four white mar- 
gins, not necessarily exactly even, in which the 
closest margin, measured as dsescribed above, 
shall be not less than one-half of a millimeter. 
GRADE A—A precancel with four white mar- 
gins in which the closest margin, measured as 
described above, shall be not less than one- 
quarter of a millimeter. 

GRADE B—A precancel with four white mar- 
gins, the closest of which, measured as described 
above, shall show at least a trace of white 
paper. 

GRADE C—A precancel in which one or more 
edges have perforations barely touching the de- 
sign. 

GRADE D—A precancel in which one or more 
edges have perforations extending into the de- 
sign by not more than the thickness of the 
frame line in the 1922-26-30-32 series of stamps 
or an equal distance on stamps of other issues. 
GRADE E—A precancel in which the perfora- 
tions extend into the design by not more than 
the thickness of the white line within the frame 
line as described above. 

GRADE F—A precancel in which the perfora- 
tions extend into the design by a greater dis- 
tance than the thickness of the white line within 
the frame as described above. 


And be it further RESOLVED: That Grades 
AAA, AA and A may be referred to collectively 
as Group A; that Grade B, in such case, may 
be termed Group B; and that Grades C, D, E 
and F may be referred to collectively as Group 
Cc. 


And be it further RESOLVED: That whereas 
an occasional perforating pin may not be in 
perfect alignment with the others, the measure- 
ments in determining the grade of such stamp 
shall be to the closest of such holes on the 
worst side of the stamp, in Grades AAA, AA, 
A and B; to the poorest hole in Grade C; and 
to the farthest of such holes in Grades D, E 
and F. 


A CONDITION COUNT 


Richard L. Treweeke writes that dur- 
ing the past winter he has been going 
over an accumulation of Bureau Prints 
and has counted them for condition after 
throwing out all torn, damaged, post- 
cancelled clipped and dc copies. He 
says: “Among 56,787 Bureau Prints, I 
found 43,272 (76%) with perforations 
very close or touching frame lines; 
11,698 (21%) with perfs well clear of 
frame lines and 1,917 (3%) in almost 
perfectly centered or superb condition. 
Thus it seems that a bureau print in 
“B” condition is about 3% times as 
scarce as one in “C” condition and one 
in “A” condition 23 times as scarce as 
a reasonably collectible copy.”

Niagara Falls 


Niagara Falls ranking as it does 
among the seven wonders of the globe 
it isn’t surprising to find it a popular 
subject on stamp issues. The United 
States has shown the falls on the attrac- 
tive 25c green first issued in 1922 and 
still a current issue. Canada joined the 
parade in 1935 with a green stamp too, 
of 20c denomination and somewhat 
larger than the United States stamp. 





The peculiar thing about both these 
stamps is that the Canadian stamp has 
a view taken from the American side 
and featuring the American falls promi- 
nently. The United States stamp shows 
a view of the Falls taken from the Ca- 
nadian side, with the Canadian Falls in 
the foreground. And while we’re speak- 
ing of falls on U. S. stamps it might be 
well to mention lovely Vernal Falls in 
Yosemite National Park, often a candi- 
date for a stamp design but somehow 
always being nosed out in favor of some 
other design. Time and again designs 
have been submitted by Bureau artists 
for approval, only to have those featur- 
ing the falls rejected. The falls finally 
got on a stamp but then in error and 
on a Philippine stamp at that, the 18c 
1932. In error a picture of Vernal Falls 
was mistaken for one of Pagsanjan Falls 
in the Islands and not discovered until 
the stamps had been in use for some 
time. 
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The post office of Atwell in Northern 
Herkimer County, N. Y., is one of the 
country’s smallest according to the Utica 
Observer-Dispatch. The office is housed 
in a 9x12 feet frame building. |

Did Peru Issue the First 
Commemorative Stamp? 





In September 1936 the “Peru Filateli- 
co,” stamp paper of the South American 
republic, advanced the claim that neither 
the United States, Roumania or Hong 
Kong had issued the first commemora- 
tive stamps since Peru had issued the 
first one in 1871. It is claimed that 
this stamp, Scott’s type A15, 5c scarlet, 
portraying a locomotive, actually com- 
memorates the 20th anniversary of 
Peru’s first railroad, which by the way 
was the first in South America. The 
stamp was issued in April, 1871, the 
original railroad having been opened on 
the 5th of April, 1851, between Lima, 
the capital, and Callao, the port, a dis- 
tance of only a few miles. The stamp 
is inscribed “Chorrillos” and “Callao” 
vertically on the side panels and this is 
explained to mean the railroad as finally 
completed to the first named point a 
nearby village where the upper class Pe- 
fuvians spent the vacation season. Un- 
fortunately for the claims of the stamp 
being a commemorative is the fact that 
various official decrees make no mention 
of any commemorative purpose. The 
stamp was claimed by officials to be nec- 
essary since the stock of 5c printed by 
the American Bank Note Co. were nearly 
exhausted and a new rate in 1868 re- 
stored the 5c rate on certain classes of 
mail. There is much room for research 
on this stamp issue. 





Dr. Adrian S. Escobar, Director Gen- 
eral of Posts of Argentina, promised bet- 
ter stamps in the first of a series of phil- 
atelic broadcasts being sent over the 
National Radio of Argentina.

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PRESIDENTIAL ALBUM PAGES 





In our issue of Aug. 13 and again in our issue 
of the 20th, we printed a small note, occupying 
about five or six inches of space, proposing the 
publication of a set of printed Biographies with 
pictures of the presidents, the same set of 
biographies which has appeared in our columns 
in the past several weeks.

FIRST DAY COVER BUSINESS 


A lot of stamp dealers will doubtless be glad 
of the fact that there appears to be no new 
Commemorative issues in the offing. The De- 
partment is now well into the Presidential Series 
and this will doubtless be completed as fast as 
production of new dies and plates will permit 
and it is likely that every effort will be made 
to sidestep anything calling for a Commemo- 
rative stamp. On the other hand the commemo- 
rative stamps usually come from acts of Con- 
gress and since Congress is not in session it 
seems likely that we will get through the rest 
of this year without further Commemoratives. 

It is interesting to note that there have been 
a large number of collectors who have confined 
their first day cover activities to the Commemo- 
rative stamps, and that since the start of the 
Presidential series a lot of these collectors have 
realized that they missed something. The low 
values were issued in far smaller number than 
any commemorative and already dealers are re- 
porting a demand for the low presidentials. 
They seem to be good and it is likely that they 
will bring better prices than the average com- 
memorative. Again, many will drop out of this 
race with the coming of the higher values so 
that in the end, complete sets of these presi- 
dentials should turn out to be very desirable. 

While it is none of our business, we would 
believe that collectors who confine their first 
day cover interest to choice single copies on 
cover and forget the thought of blocks of 
four, will have by far the best marketable ma- 
terial. We never could see any sense in this 
block of four business anyhow.

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Occasionally collectors encounter cop- 
ies of envelope stamps which bear across 
them all or a portion of the familiar 
“penalty” imprint used in the upper 
right corners of all envelopes used by 
government departments on _ official 
business. This imprint reads “Penalty 
for private use to avoid payment of 
postage, $300.” The Post Office Depart- 
ment on its business uses odds and ends 
of stamped envelopes by printing this 
timeworn phrase on the envelopes in 
the usual position and using the enve- 
lopes in same manner as any other 
“penalty” envelope, without regard to 
denomination of the stamp on such 
overprinted envelopes. It’s not uncom- 
mon to see 2c stamped envelopes come 
through in this manner, especially of dis- 
continued sizes and papers. Many other 
varieties though have been seen, evident 
results of efforts to economize by not 
destroying unsalable envelopes. We 
have seen large size 4c envelopes so 
used, and precancelled 1c with envelope 
inside out. Others seen indicate that by 
some error quantities of envelopes with 
return address of private firms have ac- 
cumulated, and to use these this return 
card was blocked out by overprinting 
with heavy bars, the Dept’s. return card
